Piſofrom that of Peaſe, and 
Lentulus from that of .Lentiles, for the love they ſeverally 
bore to thoſe reſpeRive kinds of food; and as Captain Z, 
is call'd Captain Zeef, becauſe of his rome ſomack to thar 
Diſh, even f the Cobler, inftcad of Ralph Wallis, might have 
been call'd Ralph Bacon, for his great apperice to it.3 bur he

In drink the Cobler vas uſually ſparing vvhen it coft 
_ him any thing, bur if it came in free-coſt, like other Now- 

conformiſts, he veould drink until he vvas of Copernicas's Os 
-inion, that the-Vorld vyent round. 

In ancient Hiſtory vvc may read, hovv Apacreon vvas 
choak'd vvith the Husk of 4a Grape , and Fabins the Pretor 
vvith abair in a dranght of milk ; and I have read in the-puny 
Chronicles, of one choak'd vvith a Cheeſ-cake , and another 
vryith the rump of 4 Chicken , but the laſt rvvo might have 
becn alive to this day, could they have ſvvallovv'd as vvell 
asthe Cobler, for vvithbawling againſt the Bios, and eat- 
ing Bacon, he had made his throat fo vvide and {lippery,that 
neither meat, drink, nor lyes could ever choak him. 

Of Conſlitution he vvas ftrohg and hardy, clſe be could 
not haye kept his ficſh fo vvell upon his travel, yet be vvas

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Thus much I have made bold to ſay of Comvemticle-leaders, 
becauſe ſome of them were the [nf1gators, and all the Ap- 
provers of what the wicked Cobler {aid or did to the ſcan- 
dal of the Church and Church-men, and were notI afraid 
of bringing a ſwarm of Waſps about my ears. 1 could 
give a more particular account whar they are, whar chey 
defign, why ding {warm ſo, _ Padus Doftors, about Lon- 

don, 
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dex, iti ſo nauch that there's: above twenty. of. them in, one 
Pariſh, peſtring the Ciry worſe than ever Venice was with 
Jeſuites, Much I could lay, and not wrong truth, as they 
by the mouth of che Cobler did, for they us'd him bur like as 
the Devil did his. Images in former times, but 1 am afraid 
I havefaid more thanl ſhall be thank'd+ for by the faRious 
Conventiclers and Conventicle-leaders : yet it any of, that 
progeny of Momus , blame me for ſharpneſs of humour
